Coffee Moves 
To a Record 
Sresitten Coffee sities 


Places 11 Months Figure 


At 15,183,803 Bags 


Brazil’s coffee exports are head- 
ing for a record. For 1956 they 
have already exerted a powerfully 
beneficial effect upon the economy 
of the country. 

During the first eleven months 
of 1956 Brazil exported 15,183,803 
bags of coffee each bag weighing 
132 pounds according to reports 
by the Brazilian Coffee Institute. 
This eleven-month total was 
greater than the total amount ex- 
ported during 1955, which was 
13,696,000 bags. 


Confidence Expressed 

Coffee circles in Brazil have ex- 
pressed confidence that the 1956 
total export figure would reach 
16,500,000. If it does, it will be a 
record for at least the last five 
years, 

Many informed observers have 
given credit for the high level of 
coffee exports in 1956 to the re- 
duced coffee stocks in the United 
States at the beginning of the 
year and to increased Govern- 
ment bonuses to exporters in the 
form of foreign exchange conces- 
sions. 


Helps Trade Balance 

The larger coffee exports in 1956 
have been the principal cause 
of the favorable balance of trade 
Brazil has enjoyed during the first 
seven months of the year. At the 
end of July Brazil had a credit 
balance of US$212,000,000 as 
against a US$34,000,000 deficit at 
the same time in 1955. Contribut- 
ing to the improved trade balance 
are also larger exports of iron 
ore, sisal, wool and rice.

To Make Units

Plans for a General Motors 





Factory in S. Paulo State 


Have Been Approved 





Mr. Harlow H. Curtice, presi- 
dent of the General Motors Cor- 
poration, largest manufacturer of 
motor vehicles in the world, an- 
nounced that his company would 
soon be manufacturing trucks in 
Brazil. 

The occasion of Mr. Curtice’s 
statement was the new announce- 
ment that General Motors’ plans 
to produce trucks at an already ac- 
quired site in Sao Paulo had been 
approved by the Brazilian Gov- 
ernment in Rio de Janeiro. 


To Cast Blocks 

General Motors will now pro- 
ceed with its program to build a 
modern foundry for engine blocks 
and other gray iron and malleable 
castings. It also will construct an 
engine plant. The company will 
soon get under way a technical 
program for the training of per- 
‘sonnel to operate the plants once 
|they are built. 
| In the company’s formal an- 
nouncement it was stated that the 
|new operation would make a truck 
‘similar to the Chevrolet with a 
\gross vehicle weight rating of 
|18,000 pounds. The program fore- 
jsees production of six-cylinder 
| gasoline engines similar to those in 
current production in the United 
States.

One of the minerals which is | 


abundant in Brazil is barite, also 
commonly known as barium sul- 
fate, used as a pigment in the 
manufacture of paints and as a 
filler in paper and rubber. Be- 
cause of its high specific gravity 
it is also known as heavy spar. 
he Production Statistics Serv- 
ice of the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture has recently released figures 
relative to this chemical for the 
year 1954. Total Brazilian output 
of barite was 12,158 tons, with a 
corresponding value of Cr$4,277,- 
804. 
Much Available 
In view of the vast stores of 
this mineral in Brazil’s subsoil, 
its production can be greatly in- 
creased. Because of its access to 


transportation, barite can also be| 


shipped abroad. 

Proven reserves of barite in 
Camamu, near Salvador, Bahia, 
are in the vicinity of a million 
tons, much of it at or near the 
surface. When extracted from the 
earth the product can be easily 
floated by barge on navigable 
streams to the port of embarca- 
tion. 

Largest Producer 

The Camamu operations con- 
tributed 12,000 tons to Brazil’s 
total last year. The company 
which has the concession in this 
area is Pigmina S.A., located at 
Ilha Grande de Camamu. Its pro- 
cessing mill is on the premises.

Gilberto Amado 
Re-elected to Post 





At U. N. Delegates’ Gathering 
He Hails Ambassador Valle 
And Donatello Grieco 





Ambassador Gilberto Amado, 
one of Brazil’s foremost legal au- 
thorities, has been re-elected to 
the United Nations’ Internationa] 
Law Commission. Dr. Amado will 
serve as a member for five more 
years. 

The International Law Commis- 
sion has its seat in Geneva, where 
it is engaged in studying inter- 
national law. The Ambassador, 
who has already served for six 
years, is one of the three Latin 
Americans in the study group. Its 
project is world wide and con- 
siders all legal systems. 

Ambassador Amado was in New 
York, as a Delegate from Brazil 
to the United Nations on the an- 
nouncement of his re-election to 
the legal post. He was warmly 
congratulated by all the delega- 
tions to the United Nations, which 
were then concluding the first sit- 
ting of the present session. 

Ambassador Amado, in addi- 
tion to his professional publica- 
tions, has also written some 
novels. His autobiography, of 
which three volumes have already 
appeared, is now in the process 
of being written.

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Brazil to Begin a New Tourism Program in U. S. 





Aim Is to Attract a Larger Number 
| Of Tourists Into Nation’s Interior 
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Good Hotel Accommodations, 
Improved Transportation 
Mean Comfortable Trip 





Brazil is undertaking a new 
tourism program with which it 
hopes to attract a greater number 
of North Americans. An intensive 
promotion and advertising cam- 
paign is being launched in the 
United States to secure for Brazil 
more than the one per cent of 
North American travel expendi- 
tures it obtained for the year 1955. 


‘Natural’ Destination 

Because of its many scenic at- 
tractions, Brazil is looked upon as 
a natural destination for the ever- 
roaming and curious North Amer- 
icans. It is interesting to note that 
in view of the present Middle 
Eastern situation, cruises origi- 
nally announced for the Mediter- 
ranean are being re-routed to the 
Brazilian ports of Bahia and Rio 
de Janeiro. 

The importance of tourism as 
an invisible export-import item 
has long been recognized. The 
United States Government has 
made funds available in the past 
for this purpose. According to the 
New York Herald Tribune, colla- 
borating with Brazil on its pres- 
ent tourism promotion program 
is the United States Government’s 
Point Four Technical Program on 
Tourism. 

Goals 

Aim of the plan is to secure for 
Brazil more of the billion and a 
half dollars normally spent by 
residents of the United States 
traveling abroad. Nor less impor- 
tant is the desire of both govern- 
ments to stimulate wider knowl- 
edge of the cultures of both coun- 
tries and to cement even more 
firmly the friendship which exists 
between them. 

President Kubitschek has ap- 
pointed a three-man committee to 
help get the program under way. 
Chairman of the group is Deputy 
Bronislau Ostoja Roguski, of Bra- 
zil’s Federal Congress, who is now 
in the United States to oversee 
the preliminary stages. 


Better Facilities 
It has long been known that the 





tourism industry in Brazil can be- 
come a source of considerable in- 
creased wealth to the country, 
especially as interior rail trans- 
portation, better highways and a 
thriving hotel industry are able 
to provide more ample accommo- 
dations for visitors from abroad. 
The Brazilian airlines are pace- 
makers in this regard. 

A strong effort will be made in 
the present promotion program to 
get tourists to see more than beau- 
tiful Rio and prosperous Sao 
Paulo with its busy port of San- 
tos. Brazil has much more to offer, 
and its present phenomenal growth 
is an eye opener to tourists. 

Trade Bureau Helps 

Aiding in the new program will 
be the Brazilian Government 
Trade Bureau in New York, 
whose facilities are being ex- 
panded in this direction. Travel 
agents particularly are urged to 
be in contact with it in connection 
with the Mardi Gras promotion.

launching recently of a national 
plan for an automobile industry, 
revealed that in the last few years 
Brazil has been spending more 
foreign exchange on automobile 
products than on the importation 
of wheat or of petroleum by-prod- 
ucts. 

At the same time that the Min- 
ister of Transportation made these 
figures public, he also indicated 
that Brazil in the next five years 
will need more than 300,000 new 
trucks, which will cost about 
US$900,000,000. Once the General 
Motors plant is in production, 
there will be a considerable saving 
of foreign exchange.

Rio Newspaper’s ‘Do It Yourself Guide’ 
To See Capital City Really Gets Results 


One of the leading daily newspapers of Rio de Janeiro, “‘Cor- 
reio de Manha,” is doing its own tourist promotion. Recogniz- 
ing that most visitors to Brazil do not speak Portuguese, the 
newspaper has issued a handbook called “The Brazilian In- 
formation Handbook,” an English language publication. It may 
be described as a do-it-yourself tourist guidebook. 

Writing in the New York Times, correspondent Ray Josephs, 
who confesses to a lack of Portuguese, found the publication 
very helpful. He was especially impressed by the section called 
“Personalities to Meet in Brazil.”’ Here the Handbook lists a 
dozen or more prominent Brazilians with their home telephone 
numbers. It further makes the suggestion that visitors to Brazil 
simply call up, introduce themselves and take advantage of 
local hospitality. Mr. Josephs did just that. 

Eight of the dozen personalities listed were available and 
most accommodating. Sr. Herbert Moses, president of the Bra- 
zilian Press Association, who is described as speaking a dozen 
languages and at age 72 a dynamic man with a great personality, 
invited the correspondent to come to lunch and provided an

Investment Figures 

General Motors will invest about 
US$10,000,000 in machinery and 
equipment for the first phase of 
its truck program. Local expendi- 
tures of about Cr$400,000,000 will 
be made for land improvements, 
buildings and services. 

General Motors thus becomes 
the first major manufacturer of 
trucks actually to build its vehicles 
in Brazil. Manufacturers current- 
ly assemble trucks in Brazil of 
parts made to a considerable de- 
gree in Brazilian factories. After 
the establishment of its six-cylin- 
der Chevrolet truck program, Gen- 
eral Motors intends further to ex- 
pand its activities to include a 
wider range of truck models. 

For some years General Motors 
has been active in Brazil through 





its subsidiary, General Motors do 
Brasil, which has been assembling 
General Motors vehicles in the 
town of Sao Caetano do Sul, 
where the Company already has 
considerable facilities. This plant, 
it is said, will continue to assem- 
ble vehicles and manufacture 
other products. 
Trucks Popular 

The Chevrolet truck is, accord- 
ing to official registration figures, 
the most popular truck operating 
in Brazil. In 1955, there were 
96,130 trucks registered in the 
various states. Ford trucks were 
second in popularity with a total 
of 91,059 licensed. Third was the 
Willys with 32,796 registered. 

Based on figures provided by 
the British and Commonwealth 
Chamber of Commerce in Sao 
Paulo, the General Motors’ plan to 
manufacture its six cylinder 
Chevrolet truck in Brazil will give 
the country greater availability of 
the most popular type of truck 
in use.

Vice-President’s Visit 

When Vice President Goulart 
visited the United States in May, 
he was received by United States 
industrialists and labor leaders as 
the representative of an adminis- 
tration which had put a definite 
program into action as soon ag 
it took office. 

During the year just ended 
there have been very important 
demographic changes in Brazil 
which foretell the pattern of the 
future. First, it was announced 
that the population of the nation 
had just passed the sixty-million 
mark, with Sao Paulo the most 
populous state. 

Brazil’s First City 

Secondly, Brazil’s largest city 
is now Sao Paulo, whose popula- 
tion now is in the vicinity of 
2,900,000 pesrons. It has thus sur- 
passed Rio de Janeiro in size 
Rivalry for supremacy between 
the two cities will be good for the 
economic progress of the country. 

As one travels in the city of 
Sao Paulo and through its sub- 
urbs, one is amazed by the vitality 
to be seen on all sides. The thriv- 
ing industrial communities, espe- 
cially where they are concentrated 
in industrial parks, explain why 
the economic life of this state 
is prosperous. 

Faster Growing State 

Thirdly, the designation of Bra- 
zil’s most rapidly growing state 
has been taken by Parana, the 
sister state just south of Sao 
Paulo, which boasts a temperate 
climate and which has attracted 
a host of recent immigrants from 
the cooler areas of Europe. Lunm- 
bering and coffee growing are 
well established there. Business- 
men from the United States vis- 
ited this state in large numbers in 
1956 and have developed plans for 
industrial locations there.

Indicative of the westward 
movement is the furthering of 
plans to move Rio’s capital 
away from Rio de Janeiro and 
to the central plateau of the 
State of Goias.

Automobile Production 

The year was also important 
because of the production of the 
first Brazilian national automo- 
biles. And while the effort must be 
considered a modest one, it marks 
an auspicious beginning. The an- 
nouncement made at the close of 
the year that General Motors 
plans to manufacture Chevrolet 
trucks in Brazil will have historic 
consequences. A country as vast 
as Brazil must have a well de- 
veloped transportation system, 
and 1956 marked an important 
step in this direction.

Copper presents a more difficult 
problem. Brazil’s copper consump- 
tion is about forty-five thousand 
tons, used chiefly in electrical con- 
struction. Most of this amount is 
imported, but it was announced 
in 1956 that Brazil has developed

It invites North American busi- 
ness to take advantage of the 
ground-floor opportunity to come 
and grow with Brazil and points 
to itself as an example. Having 
just completed a US$120,000,000 
program over a period of five 
years which has boosted the sys- 
tem’s generating capacity by 78 
per cent, it is announcing plans 
for an even larger expansion pro- 
gram for the future. 

The reason it gives is that Bra- 
zil, already big, has only begun 
to grow. The Giant of the South, 
it says, will present manufac- 
turers with a consumer market 
of one hundred million persons by 
1975, or forty million people added 
to the present population of sixty 
million in the next twenty years. 

Double Output Soon 

During the next five years, 
then, the Emprésas_ Elétricas 
group expects to more than 
double power production through 
a program calling for expendi- 
ture of over US$250,000,000 in 
expansion and improvement of 
generating, transmission and dis- 
tribution facilities.

Savings Trusts 


There is in Brazil a class of 
companies known as_s savings 
trusts, which collect and invest 
regular monthly savings on which 
compound interest is paid and 
which entitle the savers to par- 
ticipate in periodic lottery prizes. 
The average receipts from pre- 
miums of these companies in- 
creased by only .7 per cent in 1955 
as compared with 1954. 

The steadily increasing net re- 
ceipts of these savings trusts can 
be explained as resulting from 
better investments on their part. 
The increase between 1954 and 
1955 was 8.6 per cent. The small 
increase in receipts from pre- 
miums shows that the number of 





clients remains fairly stable. 


Merchant Marine 
Given Aid in Bill 





Measure in Brazil’s Congress 
Would Create a Fund Used 
For Growth and Renewal 





The creation of a Merchant 
Marine Fund is provided for in 
a bill before the Brazilian Con- 
gress, according to Foreign Com- 
merce Weekly, a publication of the 
United States Department of 
Commerce. The fund is designed 
to be used for reequipment and ex- 
pansion of Brazil’s merchant 
marine. 


Two Sources of Revenue 


Two sources of revenue for the 
proposed fund would be a fifteen 
per cent tax on all freight moved 
in the cabotage service and a 
three per cent tax on freight ar- 
riving in Brazilian ports from 
oversea ports. These taxes would 
be known as the merchant marine 
replacement assessment. 

All shipping companies, foreign 
and domestic, would be required 
under the law, to contribute to the 
fund. The proceeds would then be 
made available to all domestic 
companies, private and govern- 
ment owned. Revenues collected by 
private Brazilian companies would 
be set aside in a special account in 
the Fund for use by those com- 
panies for reequipment. 

The remainder of the revenues, 
including those collected by the 
two Government-owned shipping 
lines, would go into a special fund, 
and disbursement to private or 
Government-owned shipping com- 
panies would be regulated by the 
Merchant Marine Commission. 


Shipyard Construction 


This Commission would also 
have the authority to spend the 
funds for shipyard construction or 
for purposes which would contri- 
bute to the improvement of the 
Brazilian merchant marine. 

Sources close to the Brazilian 
Congress estimate that the pro- 
posed Bill, if enacted into law 
will yield Brazil Cr$17,000,000,000 
by 1966. This sum would enable 
the country to obtain 176 vessels 
of large and medium 
coastwise shipping.

tional supply of wheat without 
expenditure of foreign exchange 
beyond that undertaken with tra- 
ditional suppliers. 

In addition, a fund will be 
created in cruzeiros which will be 
loaned by the United States Ex- 
port-Import Bank to the National 
Bank for Economic Development 
for a term of forty years. This 
fund is to be used to finance a 
program of works necessary for 
the economic development of Bra- 
zil, as set forth in the Govern- 
ment program. 


Currency Arrangement 

It is understood, the Foreign 
Ministry’s report continues, that 
the Government of the United 
States will pay its exporters in 
dollars, and the Government of 
Brazil will deposit with the Na- 
tional Bank for Economic De- 
velopment the cruzeiros accruing 
from the sale of the product to 
Brazilian consumers. 

After giving technical data the 
report concludes with the follow- 
ing information concerning Bra- 
zil’s wheat supply: Domestic pro- 
duction will come to 800,000 me- 
tric tons. Brazil will purchase 
from Argentina 1,200,000 metric 
tons and from Uruguay 300,000 
metric tons. The United States is 
providing half a million tons. 


Wheat Movement 
Every effort is being made to 
move wheat to the mills of Brazil. 
No means of transportation is 
being overlooked. Early in De- 
cember the Minister of Agricul- 


ture, Sr. Mario Meneghetti, 
visited the Brazilian steamer 
“Altair”, which had just ar- 


rived in Rio with the first cargo 
of Brazilian wheat of the 1956-57 
crop. 

The vessel arrived from the 
South of Brazil, the nation’s grain 
growing area. Wheat is getting 
very high priority in Brazil at 
the present time under President 
Kubitschek’s food program. 
Speaking recently in the wheat 
growing area the President said 
that Brazil’s production of its own

try, and of the United States 
giant industrial firm of Westing- 
house Electric International. 

It is not out of place to say here 
that the Brazilian Government 
Trade Bureau in New York is al- 
ways ready to put at the disposal 
of North American businessmen 
information on the most recent 
developments in Brazil and to un- 
dertake efforts to make contact 
which will increase and solidify 
trade relations between the two 
countries. 

R. R. Improvements 

The year 1956 also saw im- 
provement in other fields of trans- 
portation. As a result of the ac- 
tivity of Brazil’s National Bank 
for Economic Development, to- 
gether with the cooperation of 
United States agencies, some 
US$62,000,000 of railroad ma- 
terial improvements were ordered, 
chiefly from sources in the United 
States. 

Firm plans were made during 
the year to construct 1475 kilo- 
meters of new rail lines, includ- 
ing a connection between Sao 
Paulo and Rio Grande, State of 
Rio Grande do Sul. The latter line 
is planned as a wide-gauge rail- 
road. 

In order to achieve a more eco- 
nomically sound railroad system, 
the government commission has 
decided to eliminate 1600 kilo- 
meters of uneconomical road. The 
roadbeds to be abandoned are in 
territories of insignificant popu- 
lation density and will be replaced 
in areas where new populations 
have sprung up and which are 
sorely in need of rail transporta- 
tion.

|Highway building continues at a 
|steady pace. Work on an impor- 
tant new highway, the Paraiba 
Valley Road, which will connect 
the North and the South, is now 
under way. Of immense impor- 
tance to the economy of the coun- 
try, this artery will join such 
cities as Volta Redonda and Trés 
Rios with Sao Paulo and Belo 
Horizonte, shortening the present 
distance and time among them all. 

The Brazilian paving program 
for its highways received new im- 
petus in 1956 with the production 
of the first asphalt from the Presi- 
|dente Bernardes refinery in Cu- 
|batao. Asphalt is now one of the 
constant by-products of this in- 
stallation. 


Five-Year Schedule 


During the year, too, President 
Kubitschek inaugurated his five- 
year building program, which en- 
visions two thousand miles of ad- 
ditional highway to cost four bil- 
lion six hundred million cruzeiros. 
This is a joint program involving 
many Brazilian agencies. 

Most highway transportation is 
gasoline powered, and a word 
must be said also of the progress 
made by Brazil in providing for 
more petroleum products for do- 
mestic use. Petrobras, the coun- 
try’s national oil authority, has 
spent the year prospecting for oil 
in the country’s subsurface, sink- 
ing new wells, building new re- 
fineries and expanding its trans- 
portation equipment. 

Together with the production of 
privately owned companies, the 
output of the national authority 
has improved the availability of 
Brazil’s gasoline during the past 
year. Toward the end of the year, 
as the Manaus refinery came into 
production, gasoline prices de- 
clined in northern Brazil. This is 
surely good news for all who use 
highway transportation. 


Electricity 

Electricity also has been stepped 
up. The National Bank for Eco- 
nomic Developmet has made avail- 
able Cr$8,000,000,000 for the con- 
struction of new capability. These 
installations are Trés Marias, 
which is the second step of the 
Paulo Afonso project, Cachoeira 
Dourada, Rio Bonito, Suica, Funil, 


Bonita, Euclides da Cunha and 
Rio Pardo, among others. 

Work on the Peixoto project 
also continued. In this connection 
it may be said that proponents of 
hydro and steam generation have 
been merging their differences for 
the benefit of the country’s power 
program. The year also saw ad- 
ditional coking coal production, 
which will surely aid the steam 
generators of Brazil. 


More Coastal Vessels 

Thermo-electric units or steam 
generators will have more fuel 
available as a result of Brazil’s 
purchase in the United States of 
twelve coastal vessels. These will 
be able to carry coking coal from 
the mines of Rio Grande do Sul 
to the States of northern Brazil, 
where the hydro potential is ex- 
tremely limited. In the southerly 
regions of the country hydro de- 
velopment continues promising. 


Coffee 

A word about coffee. World de- 
mand for this favorite beverage 
has now reached new highs. Brazil 
has been able by present produc- 
tion and by new plantings to meet 
market requirements. There has 
been a shifting of the coffee grow- 
ing areas in the States of Sao 
Paulo and Parana to keep the 
coffee industry healthy. In addi- 
tion a policy of renovation of 
plantation and plants will result 
in advantages to the country’s 
economy. 


The Goal 

In conclusion, the year marked 
an important advance for Brazil, 
bringing her further along in her 
march toward industrialization 
and economic self-sufficiency. The 
word improvement is in all of 
Brazil’s plans for the coming 
years. In this connection the Bra- 
zilian Government Trade Bureau 
stands ready to be of service and 
is eager to join the hands of those 
in both countries whose work pro- 
duces greater abundance for all. 
The Bureau maintains facilities 
for bringing together business- 
men and organizations of both 
countries. Inquiries are always 
welcome and promptly serviced. 
To those whom we have helped in 
the past we send warmest greet- 
ings. To those whom we have yet 
to meet we extend a most cordial 
invitation to make our acquaint- 
ance.
